System of Gu&ges to Be Put in 
Sterling by Government. 
Arrangements have been made by 
| the United States geological survey to 
| install a system of guages at tbe new 
Avenue G bridge across Rock river at 
Sterling, tbe object of which will be to 
keep a record of tbe fluctuations of 
the level and flow of water in the 
river. 
E. Johnson, J r , of Chicago, 
an engineer representing tbis commis­ 
sion, was in Sterling last week, to 
complete tbe plans for tbe project, and 
the Sterling Manufacturing Co. was 
commissioned to make tbe necessary 
apparatus and install it. 
There will be two of tbe gauges, 
one for each channel on either side of 
the island. 
They will consist of a 
system of weights and chains, the 
chains to pass over a graduated scale 
fixed permanently to the bridge. Tbe 
scale will be accurately constructed 
and with it the small variations can 
be recorded, even to the minute frac­ 
tions of an inch. 
The device is ex­ 
tremely simple, and the readings can 
he taken by any intelligent person. 
Reidings will be taken every day by 
a man emDioyed by the government 
for tbe purpose. These will be care­ 
fully kept 
on record, and once a 
month an employe of the government 
will come out from Chicago to secure 
additional inforooatiou for the pur­ 
pose of making regular reports. 
The 
Rock River records will be kept by 
the 
government 
geological survey 
commission and used by tha t body in­ 
compiling its statistics and reports. 
So far as is known, this will be the 
first government 
supervision Rock 
River has ever had.
